FROM OFFICERS 


Armed Mob Lynches the 
Slayer of White Man in 
Mississippi. 


Lake Cormorant, Miss., August 16.— 
Henry Young, the negro who shot and 
killed Edward E. Perry, on the Bass plan. 
tation, near Lake Cormorant, last Sun- 
day, was taken from Sheriff Withers and 
a deputy tonight and at the scene of his 
crime hanged by an armed mob. The ne- 
gro confessed his guilt, but pleaded that 
he did not intend to kill Perry, a pistol 
for the possession of which they were 
contending, he said, having exploded. The 
mob numbered about 100 men. 

Young was captured this morning while 
fording a river to reach his father's 
cabin On an island. Sheriff Withers, who, 
with a possee of forty men, had been 
scouring the country for the negro, was 
notified of the capture and took posses- 
sion of the prisoner. Hastening with the 
negro to the town of Tenton, where he 
purposed taking a train for Hernando, 
the county site, the sheriff was confront- 
ed at the station by the mob and before 
he could make an effort at resistance, 
was overpowered and his prisoner taken 
from him. The mob then proceeded to 
the Bass plantation with Young = and 
hanged him to a tree,

Thirty-seven Bales Received at Au- 
gusta Tuesday. 


| Augusta, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)— 
| New cotton is beginning to arrive regu- 
|larly in Augusta, thus demonstrating that 
| this year’s crop will be gathered and 
|} marketed early. 

Yesterday thirty-seven bales of the 
new staple were received on the row, 
making a total to date of seventy-nine 
bales. It is also reported that the cotton . 
is being ginned and packed throughout | 
ithe territory adjacent to the city, and | 
‘that it is being held for higher prices, 
_hence the receipts of the new crop is 
rnot as large as it would otherwise be. 

Last year the first bale of cotton was 
received on August 3. It came from 
geouth Georgia, being shipped by express 
| from Americus. The second bale did not 
arrive until the 20th and was the frst 
from Augusta’s territory. This gives an 
idea of the early maturity of the crop in 
this section. All of the seventy-nine bales 
received to date are from the legitimate 
territory of the city. It is freely pre- 
dicted that by September |! the cotton 
season for 1905-6 wil] be on in earnest. 

The market was very steady yesterday, 
futures advancing from 9 to i10 points 
during the day. Middling spots declined 
an eighth. The price is 10%. Sales and 
shipments were light, everybody hold- 
!ing for better prices. The local stock is 
now 7,548 bales. Total receipts to date 
429,252 bales. With two weeks of the 
old year still to come, there is no doubt 
in the minds of the local factors that 
the total receipts will exceed 435,000 
bales.

Georgia’s Textile Prosperity. 

An eloquent and most practical in- 
dication of the status of the textile 
industry in Georgia was afforded by a 
recent dispatch to The Constitution 
from Columbus, this state. Our cor- 
respondent described in a few 
straightforward sentences the discard-

Vagaries of Diplomacy. 

The peace conference at  Ports- 
mouth will go down in history as 
one of the most unique in the annals 
of these portentous affairs. The fact 
that it signalizes the world’s disillu- 
sionment regarding one of the pow- 
ers heretofore considered a prepon- 
derating influence in international 
councils, and that it marks the as- 
cendancy of another power classified 
only a few years ago as a negligiple 
factor, is sufficient to give it distinc- 
tion. There are other features, how- 
ever, which lift it above the level 
of such events. 

One of the most interesting is the 
furtive development. of publicity. 
Hitherto negotiations of this moment- 
ous nature have been conducted under 
the cloak of almost impenetrable se- 
crecy. It is true that journalists 
have been present at other notable 
peace conferences and that they have 
managed, in the face of apparently 
insurmountable obstacles, to insinu- 
ate veracious versions of the proceed- 
ings to their respective journals. A 
remarkable instance of this seeming 
magic was the feat of the spectacular 
deBlowitz, correspondent of The Lon- 
don Times, in getting to London a 
copy of the famous treaty of Berlin 
in 1878 almost before the envoys had 
attached their signatures to the orig- 
inal document. Such achievements 
are rare, however, and as a rule in 
the past every effort was exerted to 
render the daily proceedings a closed 
book to the public. 

Diplomacy nowadays appears to be 
in process of evolution. Not only 
has a daily official bulletin been de- 
livered to accredited representatives 
of the press, but Mr. Witte, head of 
the Russian embassy, has made a 
protest against the Japanese demand 
of inviolable reserve regarding de- 
tails. He is quoted as being willing 
to publish to the world the minutiae 
of the negotiations so- far, and is 
said to have even. displayed irrita- 
tion at Baron Komura’s calm insist- 
ence on the etiquette of rigid re- 
ticence which has characterized pre- 
vious negotiations of like import. 

To the world at large Mr. Witte’s 
action, if it is reported correctly, 
savors largely of a bluff. Quite as- 
sured that the Japanese will preserve 
their traditional policy of silence, he 
is seeking to gain for Russia the 
credit for perfect candor, while Japan 
is put in the attitude of conceal- 
ment. 

It is not likely his ingenious ruse 
will make much of an impression on 
the ‘American people, however. The 
latter are sufficiently familiar with 
the precedents of Muscovite diplo- 
macy to know that one of its strong- 
est points has been the very secrecy 
now criticised in the Japanese. On 
the other hand, the course of the 
mikado, until actual hostilities ren- 
dered its continuance inexpedient, 
has been in the main one of open 
avowal, frank declaration and volun- 
tary announcement of projected pro- 
cedure. No one will blame his rep- 
resentatives if, in this critical stage 
of the nation’s history, they refuse to 
take the world into their confidence. 

Another odd feature of the confer- 
ence has been the confusion of 
tongues -between the participants. 
Komura and Takahira speak English 
and Japanese only; the linguistic ac- 
complishments of Witte and Rosen 
are limited to French and Russian. 
‘The latter are understood to be able 
to read English, so that, outside of 
interpreters, they can communicate 
with the Japanese through the me- 
dium of written notes. [t is easily 
seen, however, that absence of a 
common tongue will more or less im- 
pede negotiations. In this connec- 
tion, the decadence of French as the 
internatiional language of diplomacy 


is noticeable., It is reported to be

In dealing with the vagaries which 
more or less affect diplomacy at 
times, the element of weather and 
climate is seen to be important at 
Fortsmouth as elsewhere. It is re- 
ported that up to within a few days 
ago the temperature has been so high 
that all the members of the ,respect- 
ive delegations found their tempers 
on the ragged edge, and the possi- 
bility of a premature collapse of ne- 
gotiations through nervous irritation 
could not be considered as a very 
remote contingency. It will be re- 
membered that as small a thing as 
boiled onions largely decided the bat- 
tle of Waterloo. Napoleon had in- 
aquiged inordinately in this, his favor- 
ite dish, previous to the battle, and 
the ensuing attack of indigestion is 
believed by some historians to have 
been responsible for his defeat.

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The Settlement of Georgia. 

Editor Constitution: I notice that 
Hon. Madison Bell has introduced a 
resolution to declare February 12 as the 
date when Georgia was settled. 

I do not know that it is important for 
the legislature to settle this date, but if 
so, it ought to be settled right. By no 
System of calculation is February 1/2 the 
proper date. Georgia was settled on the 
first day of February, 1733, according to 
the old style, or according to the new 
style, February 14, 1733; therefore, Feb- 
ruary the 12 is not correct in any view 
of the matter. I own a file of the ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen’s Magazine,’’ commencing with 
volume !, in 1731 and ending in 1860, 
and on page !68 of the April number, 
1733, is the following letter from General 
James Oglethorpe, who settled the colony 
and whose words ought to be authentic. 
His letter 1 quote from the magazine is 
as follows: 

“Extract of Mr. Oglethorpe’s letter to 
the trustees for establishing the colony 
of Georgia, dated from the camp at Sa- 
vannah February 10, 1732-3. 

‘Gentlemen: [ gave you an account 
in my late arrival at Charlestown. The 
gOvernor and assembly have given us al] 
profitable encouragement, Our people ar- 
rived at Beaufort on the 20th of Jan- 
nuary, where I lodged them in some 
new barracks built for the soldiers while 
I went mystelf to view the Savannah 
river. I fixed upon a healthy situation 
about 10 miles from the sea, The river 
here forms a half moon along the south 
side, of which the banks are about 40 
feet high and upon the top a flat, which 
they call a bluff, The plain high ground 
extends into the country 5 or 6 miles, 
and along the river. side about a mile. 
Ships that draw 1|2 foot water can ride 
within 10 yards of the bank upon the 
river side. In the center of this plain I 
have laid out the town, over against it is 
an island of very rich land fit for pastur- 
age, which I think should be kept for 
the trustees’ cattle. The river is pretty 
wide, the water fresh and from the key 
of the town you see its whole courge to 
the sea, with the island of Tybee, which 
forms the mouh of the river, and the 
other way you see the river for about 6 
miles up into the country.

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SENATE. ADOPTS 
TAX MEASURE 


Liquor Taxes Placed at $300 
Instead of $500, 


Several Other Changes Were Made in 
Bill as Passed by House. There 
Was Considerable Discussion 
but Committee’s Report 
Was Upheld. 


Exactly as reported to the senate by 
Senator A. O. Blalock, chairman of the 
finance committee, and substantially as 
reported to the house by Chairman Wise, 
of the ways and means committee, the 
general tax act was passed by the sen- 
ate yesterday, and immediately  trans- 
mitted back to the house for concur- 
rence in several amendments. 

Few changes were made in the bill 
as passed by the house. The senate re- 
| duced the tax on dispensaries, bar rooms, 
clubs and foreign breweries from $500, 
as passed by the house, to $300. This 
is an increase of $100 aver the tax on 
these concerns last year. 

The anticipated fight on the graduated 
'occupation tax on foreign corporations 
did not develop in the senate, and the | 
section relating to these corporations | 
was adopted as passed by the house. 

The section relating to telegraph com- 
panies, and also tke section relating to 
packing houses, was adopted by the sen- 
ate as passed by the house. 

The tax on dealers in cigarettes was | 
reduced by the senate from $25 to $10. | 

Senator Miller made a strong fight for 
a tax of 2 1I-2 per cent upon the gross 
income of dispensaries, but after con- 
Siderable debate the senate refused to 
adopt an amendment offered by him to 
this effect. 

Senator Miller then contended for a 
liquor tax of $200, the same as last 
year, on dispensaries, bar rooms, clubs 
and foreign breweries, but the senate 
adopted the amendments of the finance 
committee placing these taxes at $300. 

By unanimous vote the senate yester- 
day adopted the house resolution pro- 
viding for an appropriation to meet the 
increase in salaries of the governor, 
judges of the supreme court and judges 
of the superior courts. 


Amendments to Jax Act. 

The amendments to the general tax act, 
passed by the senate yesterday were 
the following: 

Upon matrimonial and nuptial bureaus 
$100: Heretofore no tax has been placed 
on these concerns. 

The section relating to itinerant light- 
ning rod dealers or agents was amended 
so that no one would be exempted from 
its operation. The section originally ex- 
cepted confederate soldiers. 

An amendment offered by Senator MiIl- 
ler providing that a tax xof 2 1-2 per 
cent on the gross moome of the dispen- 
saries of the state was lost. 

Senator Blalock, of the twenty-sixth, 
opposed the amendment on the ground 
that it would defeat its own object, as 
it would require a number of inspectors 
or auditors to keep up with the dispen- 
saries’ sales, and they would not be 
able to keep up with them. He argued 
that the only fair way to get at them 
was by a stated occupation tax. 

Senatof McHenry was unalterably op- 
posed to the gross income tax, arguing 
that it would be detrimental to the town 
and counties In which dispensaries are 
located. He referred to the situation in 
Rome, his home town, to show the 
soundness of his argument. 

Senator Miller made a strong speech in 

favor of his amendment, contending that 
it was fair and just to require a gross 
| income tax. 
Senator Hand was strongly opposed to 
|' the amendment on the ground that if 
passed it would seriously impair the tem- 
| perance cause in Georgla, as it would 
' mean the returning to bar rooms and 
dispensing with dispensaries. 

Senator Car:thers opposed the income 


| tax. 
Senator Wheatley called for the pre-

tions on the ground that it would inter- 
fere ‘with the state’s industrial progress. 
The convention also urged that the gen- 
eral assembly pass the resolution offered 
‘by the Chatham delegation, to exempt 
| municipal] and county bonds from taxa- 
tion. The telegram was placed upon the 
house journa] as information. 
“Oats” Bill is Passed. 

The house passed by a vote of 80 to 
0 the bil] by Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, 
known as the “oats” bill. At the session 
of 1904, an act was passed prohibiting 
the shipment into Georgia of cotton seed 
seed cotton, oats and other products from 
Texas and other sections which are in- 
fected with the cotton boll weevil. It 
has been realized by the agricultural de- 
partment and others who were interested 
in the boll weevil law, that much in- 
justice was done in putting oats under 
thh ban, since they do not convey the 
bol] weevil, and Mr. Calvin's bill as pass- 
ed by the house, simply exempts oats 
from the operation of that law. 


Codifying Bill Goes Over. 

After the house had spent more than an 
hour yesterday in debating in commit- 
tee of the whole, the resolution by Mr. 
Blackburn, of Fulton, providing for the 
appointment of one commissioner to cod- 
ify all the laws of the state passed since 
the adoption of the code of 19005 was 
tabled. which means that it cannot be 
enacted into law at this session. The bill 
provided for the appointment of a com- 
missioner at $2,000 a year, an assistant 
at $100 a month and a stenographer at 
$66 a month. Severa] members thought 
the state should have a new code entirely. 
Others thought .the appropriation made 
was too large, and that the work could 
be done in three or four mormths instead 
of requiring two years, as allowed in 
the bill. Owtng to the inability of the 
members of the house to get anywhere 
near together on the subject, it was 
thought best to table the bill for the 
session, 

Relief of J. W. Wilcox. 

The house passed without objection the 
resolution by Mr. Davis, of Bibb, author- 
izing the trustees of the state sanitarium 
to pay Captain J. W. Wilcox, of Ma- 
con, $600 which has been due him for 
nearly twenty years for services ren- 
dered as chief engineer of that institu- 
tion. 

The house was about to take a vote on 
a bill by Dr. Whitley, of Douglas, to pay 
pensions to confederate soldiers as indi- 
gents where they own less than $1,200 
worth of property, have an income of less 
than $100 a year, are over seventy years
